Coleman Community Sports 
Association are in the middle 
of a fund-raising campaign to 
permit them to carry on their 
splendid work without going to 
the miners or general public 
for larger monthly contribu¬ 
tions. This concerted effort In 
the carnival and ticket sales 
has become necessary due to the 
higher cost of operation. 

Faced with mounting costs 
and a fixed income, the associ¬ 
ation finds it difficult to carry 
out their many proje cts. At the 
present time they are forced to 
operate on a 1943 financial set 
up. Monthly deductions of 25c 
per month from each miner and 
business man provide the assoc¬ 
iation with no more than $200. 
per month. Out of this fixed 
amount all sports facilities must 
be met. Wages to caretakers and 
assistants at both rinks has in¬ 
creased since 1943 as has the 
price of coal. The association 
income has remained fixed. Dur- 
the past a new roof, partial ce¬ 
ment foundations, furnace and 
plumbing have been installed at 
the rink. Yet the association 
does not want to, nor does it 
intend to ask the miners for 
more money. 

The 25c monthly from the 
miners was never intended as a 
building fund, nor was the rink 
ever the prime object. All monies 
are equally distributed between 
the various sports facilities. The 
association aim is to foster, guide 
and promote all branches of 
sport in the territory alloted to 
it and more especially sports for 
the younger people. How is this 
possible unless such places as the 
rink are kepi In repair ao that 

these things may be kept going. 
Items such as the rink as costly 
items that if lost thru neglect 
will be hard to replace. 

Work is necessary on the 
sports field and the tennis 
courts, both of which have been 
torn up. It is hoped that for 
safety sake the balance of the 
cement foundation may be laid 
under the rink, and the ball dia¬ 
mond must be completely re¬ 
built. Soil needed to cover this 
project will exceed $1,000. The 
association, if possible, would 
like to see a 4 inch water line 
run to this field with % in. 
feeder lines running off to stand 
pipes in order that a water sup¬ 
ply Is available that grass migh. 


be grown to give a more attrac 
tive field and eliminate the 
blowing of soil off the field. 
Bleachers should be built and 
the tennis courts set back in 
shape ready for the government 
to hard surface the courts as 
promised. These things all take 
money.

The pre election calm pre¬ 
vailed here August 5th with lit¬ 
tle pr no excitement registered 

as electors went to the polls to 
re-elect Social Creditor Wm. Ko¬ 
vach for a second term. The 
quietest campaign in years 
seemed a forgone conclusion 
even before the polls closed. Ac¬ 
tual count showed the success¬ 
ful candidate leading his only 
rival by 2,218 votes. 

The Pincher Creek-Crows Nest 
Constituency featured a two way 
fight between Kovach and lib¬ 
eral standard bearer T. Costigan 
of Blairmore, and won the hon¬ 
or of being the first in the 
province to declare a candidate 
elected. Indefinite figures esti¬ 
mate that those eligible to vote 
would run at 7 to 8000 of which 
approximately 50 percent or 
4,148 exercised their franchise. 
This was a decrease over the 1948 
percentage. Votes cast for Ko¬ 
vach totalled, 3,204 as against 
986 for Costigan. Some idea of 
the voting trend may be shown 
by the following figures:

Acting merely as an observer, 
Ray has learned considerable 
concerning rock structure and 
stood by as Mr Norris compiled 
his data, mapped the creek ar¬ 
eas, and made a study of rock 
formations. Lost Saturday and 
Sunday they observed American 
scientists at work on the Saska¬ 
tchewan Glacier, 130 miles north 
west of Canmore. These* scien¬ 
tists were using siesmograph 
techniques measuring the depth 
of ice and crystal patterns.

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A World Problem 


FOR SOME TIME HOUSING has been a major problem in nearly all 
parts of Canada. Since the war many thousands of homes have been 
built, but In spite of the increased activity in building, the demand for 
homes has not yet been fully met, and there is still need for many.new 
houses, especially those designed to meet, the needs of families with mod¬ 
erate incomes, It is interesting to learn that Canada is not alone in 
having a housing problem at this time. A recent report by the United 
Nations on world social conditions, says “there is no country without a 
housing problem” and tells of the situation in various parts of the world 
today. In Europe the situation is due, in part, to the fact that 5,667,000 
dwelling units were destroyed during the war. If the building industry 
were to double its prewar output of 800,000 units a year, it is estimated 
it would take twenty-two years to meet the need for housing there. 

Serious as the problem is in Europe and on this 
IS Need POT continent, we are reminded that in same parts of 
ManV Homes the world the housing problem is infinitely greater 
• than anything which has been experienced here. In 

India, the report on social conditions states, nine out of ten homes are one- 
room tenements. The situation in Africa is also very bad and of condi¬ 
tions there the report says “the number of people who, for the common 
good of the world, need to be re-housed is just about equal to the total 
number of people.” Continuing, the report cites conditions in the United 
States, where average housing conditions are far superior to those in 
South-East Asia and Africa, but there is still need to build 500,000 housing 
units annually for the next ten years, to meet the requirements of the 
people. One solution to the problem which is suggested in the report is 
for long-term planning in building. 

Such planning would enable the building trades to 
foresee the needs and to prepare to fulfil them. In 
our own housing shortage in Canada lack of neces¬ 
sary materials and of skilled workmen have been 
factors in delaying the building program. Long-range planning here would 
have been an advantage as it would also in other countries. The world 
housing problem ranges from building more homes in a country like this, 
to introducing plans for proper housing in countries where none exists. 
The United Nations report has shown, among other things, that housing 
is a world problem at this time, and that there are other countries more 
seriously affected than our own. 

Canada To Double Output 
Of Uranium Next Spring 


Point To Need 
For Planning 


Basic Atomic Ingredient Will Come From 
Beaverlodge Property in Northern Saskatchewan 

OTTAWA.—Canada has set next April as the target date for 
the opening of new facilities that will at least double her output 
of uranium. The United States is expected to get a substantial 
part of the new production, as the U.S. Atomic Energy Commis¬ 
sion indicated in a report issued recently in Washington. 


The new production of the basic 
atomic ingredient will come from the 
Beaverlodge property in far northern 
Saskatchewan. It may well surpass 
the initial Eldorado Mine at Port 
Radium in the Northwest Territories. 

Both are controlled by the govern¬ 
ment’s Eldorado Mining and Refining 
Ltd. 

The U.S. report reiterated the

or % cup once-sifted all-pur¬

Egg Business Is Big 
Business In Canada 

—$700,000,000 Industry 

(By H. L. Jones) 

OTTAWA.—More than 20,000,000 Canadian "hens are laying 
to the tune of some 400,000,000 dozen eggs a year. That adds 
up to around $100,000,000 annual take for the egg side of the 
poultry industry. 


The federal Bureau of Statistics 
has just come out with figures to 
show the hens weren’t laying as well 
in June as they were in the previous 
month, but still better than they did 
in June, 1951. Average production 
per hen in June this year was 15.5 
eggs compared with 17.4 eggs in May 
and 15.1 eggs in June last year. 

The bureau didn’t give the reason 
but the drop probably was due to in¬ 
creasing summer heat. Hens don’t 
lay so well when its hot. That prob¬ 
ably explains too, why hens in the 
more moderate climates of British 
Columbia and the Maritime provinces 
have better production averages an 
the whole than in more extreme cen¬ 
tral Canada and the Prairies. 

When temperatures go up and egg 
production goes down it hits the egg 
consumer in the pocket book. For 
instance, egg prices took a sharp drop 
around May, mainly because of a 
market glut, and sold at around 50 
cents a dozen or less for grade A 
large in Eastern Canada.

Canadian hens on farms and in the 
little backyard hen runs produced an 
estimated 29,300,000 dozen in June 
this year, almost 7,000,000 less than 
the estimated May output of 36,200,- 
000 dozen. The June, 1951, produc¬ 
tion figure was 26,400,000 dozen. 

This brought total estimated egg 
production in Canada to 214,300,000 
dozen for the first six months of this 
year, more than 36,000,000 dozen 
above the output of 178,000,000 dozen 
in the first half of last year. 

During June producers sold for 
market 23,200,000 dozen, valued at 
$8,700,000, compared with 28,500,000 
dozen valued at $9,400,000 in May. 

Ontario is Canada’s largest egg 
producer. In June Ontario had 7,- 
610,000 hens which laid an estimated 
10,564,000 dozen eggs during the 
month, compared with 6,722,000 hens 
and 8,675,000 dozen eggs in June, 
1951. Next biggest egg producer is 
Quebec which had 3,951,000 hens in 
June, laying a total of 5,231,000 doz¬ 
en eggs. 

But Nova Scotia got the best June 
production out of its 893,000 hens 
which laid 1,523,000 dozen eggs, an 
average of 1,719 eggs per 100 hens. 

British Columbia was next with 
1,466,000 hens laying 2,491,000 dozen 
eggs and averaging 1,712 eggs per 
100 hens.

Because of improved waterfowl 
conditions in western Canada, open seasons will be extended in 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan, Alberta an# British Columbia. The bag 
limit will be increased in Saskatchewan.

How To Find Your Own Kick in Swimming 


For the, first time, farmers will be 
allowed to obtain permits to scare 
ducks and other migratory birds / 
damaging their crops It has b&rtf 
proved that if waterfowl are scared 
away from fields at their first ap¬ 
proach they will tend to leave these 
fields alone, but if they are allowed 
to settle and eat grain for a day or 
two it is almost impossible to scare 
them away. 

In the central and eastern prov¬ 
inces and in the Northwest Territor¬ 
ies the length of open seasons and 
tjje bag limits remain unchanged. 
Regulations covering the use of fire¬ 
arms in hunting waterfowl remain 
the same as last year. 

Dates of the open seasons and the 
length of the seasons vary from prov¬ 
ince to province. The season will 
vary in length from 45 to 69 days. 
No season will open earlier than 
Sept. 1. . 

J. M. MacLennan of the Canadian 
Wildlife Service said the breeding 
population of waterfowl in Saskat¬ 
chewan is larger this year than a 
year ago. Surveys indicated smaller 
increases in Manitoba, Alberta and 
British Columbia. 

Mr. MacLennan said there is justi¬ 
fication for lengthening the seasons 
in western Canada and increasing 
the bag limit in Saskatchewan. 

Saskatchewan will have a 69-day 
open season compared with 59 last 
year. The daily bag limit will be 
increased to 10 from eight. 

The Manitoba season will be ex¬ 
tended to 58’4 days from 51 y 2 ; Al¬ 
berta to 67 days from 60 and Brit¬ 
ish Columbia to 66 days from 60. 

The daily bag limit for ducks in 
Manitoba, Alberta and Bi^itish Col¬ 
umbia will remain at eight. In other 
provinces not more than seven ducks 
may be taken in one day. No more

Briefly Told 

The Seventh Regular Session of 
the United Nations General Assem¬ 
bly will open at U.N. Headquarters 
on October 14, instead of September 
16, it was announced. 

An analysis of 1951 automobile ac¬ 
cidents in Lincoln, Nebraska, did 
nothing to back up wise cracks about 
women drivers. It showed 7,403 men 
involved in traffic accidents, compar¬ 
ed to 1,362 women.

Many experts claim that everyone 
should use a certain number of kicks 
to one complete arm stroke. Some 
claim you should use a "six beat” 
(three kicks to each arm—six for the 
complete stroke) and others say an 
“eight beat” is best. However, it is 
reasonable to assume that you can’t 
set any definite standard rule — it 
depends too much on the individual,,- 
the length of his legs, the power of 
his arm stroke and so on. For best 
results experiment until you find the 
“beat” that brings you the best re¬ 
sults. Try using a “six beat” an 
"eight'beat” and also a "ten beat”. 
While making your tests study the 
results asking yourself three ques¬ 
tions—First: “What type of “beat” 
increases my speed?” Second: "What 
“beat” tires me least?” and Third: 
“What type of “beat” seems to make 
my swimming easier, smoother and 
more relaxed?” 

The main thing is to make a thor¬ 
ough test—use the “beat” that you 
find brings you the most for your] 
efforts—in speed, endurance and 
style. Try these tests over various 
distances — perhaps you’ll find an 
“eight beat” is best for long dis¬ 
tances while a '“ten beat” or even a 
"six beat” brings best results for a 
short sprint. 

Remember, studying your own 
needs and requirements is an impor¬ 
tant secret of success in all sports 
and especially in swimming, so get 
the habit now! 

If you have strong legs you will 
perhaps find that it is best to use a 
fast leg action with a slow arm 
action or if you have strong arms 
and shoulders it is best to use a slow 
leg action and a fast arm action. 
However, while making use of your 
natural build to the best advantage, 
always strive to strentghen your 
weak points and, as in all sports, 
increase your all-round skill. 

Learn to Pass With Both Feet 

Time after tiiriiA in soccer games 
throughout the country, the player 
who cannot kick and pass equally 
well with both feet loses wonderful 
opportunities to score or make a play 
that might result in a score. So take 
a tip and make up your mind to de¬ 
velop this skill. Though it may 
seem hard at first you will be sur¬ 
prised how easily the knack will 
come if you practice regularly every 
day. After all, skill is just a habit 
the same as any other habit you 
i form, so if you try to use either foot 
equally well, you cannot help but de- 
! velop the habit.
